V The Reeve then called upon 
the Secretary to read the Annual 
.. report of the Council as to its op- 
erations during the year. This 
was done, after which it was 
moved E. A. Pitman—H. S. 
Burton that same be adopted as 
/ read, Carried. 

Discussion then took place on 
various municipal matters as fol¬ 
lows 

jMr. Pitman asked Clr. Lang 
why he gave out the contract for 
the cemetery work at a price 20 
per cent more tha n other ben- 
er. Mr. Lang replied that one 
contractor was a ratepayer and 
the other was not, and he gave the 
preference to the Rate-pay’er. Mr 
Pitman was not satisfied with the 
rsr e«p4sft&ation, and Mr. Lang said 
he could bring dofwn teams from 
the North who would dp the road 
work cheaper tilrah it was being 
done now. Mr. Ryall took excep¬ 
tion stating that the M. D. north 
of us was paying a $1 .W a day 
more for labour. Mr. Lang stat¬ 
ed that he meant that he. couldd 
bring them from Cold Lake dis¬ 
trict. He also stated that the 
whole Council was responsible; 
and Mr. Pitman stated that in 
that event (his remarks w r ould ap¬ 
ply to the whole council. 

Mr. Pitman said he wished to 
give tike Council praise for the 
way in which they had reduced 
the seed grain indebtedness and 
for the saving of interest in this 
Department. He wlould like to see 
them carry on on the same lines. 
Mr. Ryall supportedthis. 

M!r. H. S. Burton raised the 
matter of repairs ploughs, etc., 
Mr. Ryall asked how many miles 
of graded roads were in the 
M.D., andi it wias ascertained 
from) the various Clrs. that the 
total number of miles was 54 (32 
with the steam grader). Mr. Bur¬ 
ton requester the retiring Clrs. 
to give a statement of the places 
where the road work had been 
done last year. This was done by 
Mtessrs McCluskey, Sewell and 
Tunney. Mr. Cryderman assked 
if all got an equal chance to do 
road work. Mr. McCluskey said 
they did. Mr. Smith thought the 
foreman was to blame if the 
work was not properly divided, 
and not the councillor. Mr. 
Cryderman thought all should 
halve a chance to work at least 
one day on the road. Mr. Rvalll 
said some would not come out to 
Work unless they could work 
right at home. Considerable 
discussion then took place as to

The opening rites of Holy Year have already been 
performed and the Papal Bull, formally announcing its 
mmmcncement and inviting Catholics the World over to 
assemble in Rome has been issued. The purposes of the 
Great Jubilee as set forth in the Papal Bull are to live 
the year in expiation of sin, and to achieve

NEW BOOK MAKES 
ROMANCE OF HISTORY 

Tells Story of Canadian Pacific 
Railway and Building of 
Dominion 

facetious Am¬ 
erican once re¬ 
ferred to the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Rail¬ 
way as “Canada 
on Wheels.” Great 
as it is, the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific would 
be the last to ap¬ 
propriate such an 
appellation. It can 
be truthfully said, 
however, that to 
understand the re- 
c e n t history of 
the Dominion one 

R. G. M.acBETH must know that 
of the Canadian Pacific. Now at 
last comes a volume, well illustrated 
with photographs, which presents 
that history in its most palatable 
form—that is, in a form emphasiz¬ 
ing the human factor,—“The Ro¬ 
mance of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, M by R. G. MacBeth (the Ryer- 
son Press, Toronto, $2.50). 

The author, who has a number of 
historical works to his credit, is 
singularly well equipped. Apart 
from his literary skill, he has the 
advantage of having lived in the 
Canadian West all his life. He has 
always been in close touch with the 
Canadian Pacific, though he is 
careful to point out that he has 
never been connected with it and 
has written and published his book 
independently. 

Mr. MacBeth here traces the amaz¬ 
ing story of the company’s develop¬ 
ment into the world’s greatest trans¬ 
portation system; of the steamships, 
of the telegraph and express; colon¬ 
ization; irrigation; hotels and bun¬ 
galow camps; of its war service 
and of all its activities, with a wealth 
of interesting detail which illustrates 
the brilliant administrative and or¬ 
ganizing ability of its executive. 

Canadians should be proud, as 
Mr. MacBeth reminds them, that 
their country approved the construc¬ 
tion of this pioneer transcontinental 
when the population was only 4,000,- 
000, though the United States had 
not dared to undertake a similar 
road till she nad ten times that num¬ 
ber. The frightful difficulties, poli¬ 
tical, technical and financial, through 
which the company’s sponsors and 
founders fought^their way to victory 
are well summarized. For instance, 
it is recalled that sections of the line 
north of Lake Superior cost $ 500 ,- 
000 a mile to build, and a muskeg 
east of Winnipeg swallowed seven 
tracks before it was conquered. The 
author shows that the triumphant 
accomplishment of the work was es¬ 
pecially creditable because it took 
place in a period of immense depres¬ 
sion. 

Sir William \an Horne, general 
manager and later president, that 
man of tireless energy, vision and 
determination, is the central figure 
in the volume and there are many 
anecdotes illustrating his versatile 
character. But all the other great 
men of the company — Mount 
Stephen, Shaughnessy, Beatty, An¬ 
gus and a host of others—receive 
their due. Lord Shaughnessy’s fine 
words: “The shareholders and direc¬ 
tors of the company have always 
been impressed with the idea that 
the interests of the company are in¬ 
timately connected with those of the 
Dominion and no effort or expense 
has been spared to help in promoting 
the development of the whole coun¬ 
try” are amply backed by the corn- 
pair’s deeds. And the author makes 
a statement which is very a propos 
when he says: “The country and the 
railway, in such a case as this, must 
stand or fall together.* Each is 
necessary to the prosperity of the 
other. Hence for one to attempt the 
destruction of the other is practically 
a roundabout but effective way for 
that one to commit suicide.”

1 —Falls about 5 miles from Hope 
i—On the trail 

T he little village of Hope, situated on the Fraser River 
about one hundred miles from the coast, is the 
starting point for all mountaineers wishing to reach the 
interior of British Columbia by the trail route. It is a 
scattered village of about two hundred inhabitants but 
possessing both an abundance of natural beauty and 
a truly romantic past. The village is flanked on one side 
by the noble Fraser river, while from the other side one 
looks up three wide draws in the mountain ranges. 
The one to the left is the beautiful Coquihalla valley 
through which the turbulent Coquihalla river cascades 
from a pass unmatched for rugged grandeur. Through 
this pass too, under innumerable snow sheds and 
tunnels the Kettle Valley Railway goes to Princeton 
and the interior. In the centre is an opening for the 
Nicolum river, to the right is the Silver Creek draw 
and beyond it the snow-capped peaks of the Cascade 
range. 

The mountain trail over the Hope Pass is the old one 
known as' the Dewdney which was surveyed and partly 
built for twenty-five miles out of Hope, by English 
Sappers in 1861. It winds up the Coquihalla River for 
a short distance, then branches off with the Nicolum. a 
tributary ofthe former river. The way lies through 
Sylvan past rushing waterfalls and over rustic 

bridges, the old dry “cribbing” of which is as firm as the 
day when it was laid. 

The first feeding ground for horses is at 12 Mile Lake 
—otherwise known as Divide Lake at an altitude of 
2300 feet. This lake is the head waters of the Nicolum 
river. Here there is a beautiful hay meadow owned by a 
trapper and prospector who is patiently awaiting the 
day when the transprovincial road will give him a means 
of transporting his wealth, in the shape of hay, to outside 
points. 

At 22 Mile there is another beautiful camping spot. 
Here there is a large cabin situated in the forest’s heart 
on the very banks of the Skagit river. The owner of it 
carries on prospecting and mining operations in the 
vicinity. He appropriately calls his cabin “Defiance 
Camp” and his mine “The Silver Daisy.” 

From here on for many miles the scenery becomes 
more wonderful, if that were possible, but at the same 
time more wild and rugged. The Pass, a narrow hallway 
bounded by cliffs thousands of feet high, is a sight of 
never-ending marvel. At one spot, known as Skagit 
bluffs, the trail (a bare 18 inches wide) winds around the

shoulder of a cliff which towers above and drops away 
a sheer one thousand feet to the bed of the river below. 

Then the trail once more drops down to the next 
feeding grounds at Cayuse Flats which has a sister spot 
three miles farther on—Cedar Fiats. Beyond Cedar 
Flats lies a long strip of heavy cedar timber, a true 
“forest primeval.” Strawberry Flats, a pleasant ope* 
field on the Skagit river at a height of 3700 feet is the last 
stopping place before the actual ascent to the summit 
begins. Here, in spite of the high altitude, wild straw¬ 
berries grow in abundance. 

In the next 2300 feet (of the perpendicular of course!) 
one is led to the summit by a series of switchbacks 
zagging up the face of the mountain. The river, which at 
the foot appeared a torrent, is here a tiny streamy 
a mere trickle over the stones. Below, the ever-lastina 
hills unroll themselves for a hundred miles of valley and 
peak. 

When the summit itself is attained a sight never to be 
forgotten appears. A wide open meadow lies in an 
inverted crown on the mountain top. Around its edge 
rise whitish cliffs scarcely distinguishable from the many 
snow banks. And everywhere,. even beside the snow, 
grows a bewildering variety of wild flowers. 

In the centre of the depression lie two lakes, the 
dividing of the waters, for from the one goes the Skagit 
river towards the sea and from the other flows the Whip 
Saw Creek towards the interior lakes. 

As soon as the descent of the eastern slope is begun 
a great change is noticeable. The grade is easy and 
steady, the country becomes more open and is clear of 
the under-brush and ferns so characteristic of the western 
slope. 

The last camp is twenty miles from Princeton but the 
last nine miles of that distance are covered by a good 
motor road, the beginning of the proposed Trans¬ 
provincial-highway from Princeton to Hope. 

About eight miles from Princeton is a wonderfully 
interesting spot where stratified rocks yielding excellent 
fossils remains are located on the side of the hill. 

Shortly after this the valley opens out before one- 
Princeton snuggled peacefully into a friendly circle of hills 
and its two rivers, the Similkameen and Tulameen 
keeping guard over it. Beyond it, rises a splendid vista 
of rolling green foothills with more rugged mountains 
closer in, indicative of the districts most flourishing

the method of placing the grant 
from the province in the various 
districts. It was explained that 
this was out of the jurisdiction of 
the council, as the engineer was 
working on a plan laid down by 
the province some two or three 
years ago, and he allocated cer¬ 
tain sums to certain portions of 
main or market roads according 
to that plan. The engineer in¬ 
sisted that certain portions of 
these roadsi be completed before 
any grants were spent elsewhere. 
There appeared to be disatisfac¬ 
tion as in regard to the state of 
the tirunk road north and west of 
Ribstone. Mr. Ryall suggested 
that the parties disatisfied for¬ 
ward a petition toi theDepartment 
through the council asking that 
this portion of the trunk road be 
put into good condition or that 
it be turned over to the municipal 
district. This would support 
the councillor, as the government 
was responsible for the making 
and repairing of all trunk roads. 

Mr. Smith was in favor of all 
w<ork being done by contract, as 
the money would go further. 
Clr. Lang favored not using more 
than two foremen over thje whole 
division instead of different 
foreman for each place. Mr. 
Rya^ll said the road drags were 
not much good for clearing out 
weeds and grass, being too light. 
The municicpal district should 
have maintainers for the purpose 
of keeping the graded roadsd in 
gofod condition. Messrs Burton, 


Ryall, Pitman and Cryderman 
commended the Council for its 
efforts to collect tax-arsears. 
Mr. Pitman stated that in future 
road work would not be the 
largest itenu on the program, as 
the matter of relief would be an 
ever increasing item in our estim¬ 
ates, and it was well to look 
ahead in this regard. 

Clr.. E. B. Lang then read a 
report entitled Minority Re¬ 
port”, which dealt with matters 
of loans, interest, Bfink balances 
not required. SecretaryV, salary 
and commissions, etc. This was 
replied to by Councillor M«.Clus- 
key and the Secretary. 

Messrs Ryall and Pitman op¬ 
posed the views of Mr. Lang as 
tothe Secretary stating that they 
were not in favor of cheap labour 
and that tlhe Secretary should be 
paid for the work 'hie does, and 
that the money saved to the 
Council in the way of legal ex¬ 
penses and advice should be tak¬ 
en into consideration. Dr. Fol- 
kins stated that for his part he 
could sav he always goti quick 
and efficient service from the 
Secretary, which was more than 
he could say for some. 

The candidites w r ere then ask¬ 
ed to? speak as to their intended 
programme if elected. 

Ml*. R. McCluskey was for 
economy. He w ould be in favor 
of doing less road work. In re¬ 
gard to grants, he thought any 
other denomination had as good 
right to a grant as the Salvation 
Army. Mr. Ryall took exception 
to some remarks as to the money 
left by the late General Boqth. 

Mr M. J. Moran ^aid he would 
make no promises except that he 


Would try and do bettier thjan the 
last Councillor. 

Mr. Tunney, he had said that 
he had always dofne what he 
thought w r ould be to the best ad¬ 
vantage to the district, and 
w r ould so continue. 

Mr. H. S. Burton, was in favor 
of economy—in some things—but 
this must be real economy. He 
was not in favor of cheap labour. 
Any man should be paid for the 
work that he does. He always 
considered that the Secretary 
was as good a Clerk as we could 
have. He was in favor of good 
roads, and he was 1 in favor of the 
steam grader. At the same time 
he thought more 'money should be 
spent in the other part of his 
ward. 

Mr. Perry thought there Should 
be some plan whereby the grades 
could be built nearer to one side 
of the road instead of in 'the 
middle. He had expected to hear 
more about weeds at this meet¬ 
ing. 

At the hour of thtree o’clock, 
Returning Officer Mr. H. Fore¬ 
man declared the meeting open 
fojr nominations for Councillors 
for Divisions No. 4, 5, and 6 for 
the full term of two years.

VILLALGE OF CHAUVIN 


BY-LAW NO. 22 


A Bj-Law of the Village of 
Chauvin to Regulate Riding and 
Driving and Prevent Racing on 
the Streets of Chauvin. 


Thie Council of the Village of 
Chauvin enacts as follows 

1. That no person shall en¬ 
gage in Horse Racing or immod¬ 
erate driving of horses, or drive 
a Motor Car or Motor Trucks etc. 
upon any street, lane or public 


highway within the limits df the 
Village of Chauvin. faster than 
fifteen (15) miles per hour. 

SPEED LIMIT FIFTEEN 
MILES 

2. That mo person shall lead 
ride,, drive ? or back and horse 
carriage, cart, wagon, sled, sleigh) 
or other vehicle or any beast of 
burden on, across^ or along any 
sidewalk, boulevard ot grass plot 
in the Village of Chauvin provid¬ 
ed that wfhere it is necessary to 
to cross any sidewalk, boulevard 
or grass plot the person requir¬ 
ing to cross sholl put down 
planking so as to prevent injury 
to said sidewalk, boulevard or 
grass plot. 

3. No person shall permit his 
horse, carriage, cart, wagon, sled, 
o»r sleigh or other vehicle to stand 
upon any street longer than is ab 
solutely necessary for the owner, 
driver or person using same to 
transact his business with the 
person opposite whose premises 
the same shall stand and no per¬ 
son shall tie his horse to any post 
ring or hook or in any other way 
across any sidewalk o»r cross¬ 
ing so as to obstruct traffic no 
shall any person detach any ve 
hide from the animal or animals 
drawing the same and leave same 
on any tof the streets or lanes of 
the Village of Chauvin and no 
person shall in anywise obstruct 
the free use of any of the streets, 
lanes, sidewalks and crossing by 
any other means. 

4. No person shall suffer or 
permit any horse, mare or geld¬ 
ing to run at large, or stand in 
any street of said Village with¬ 
out being sufficiently secured to 
prevent its running away. 

5. No person shall tie oir fast 
en any animal to any tree ? shrub 
or sapling in any streea or public 
place in the said Village. 

6 . No person shall ride any 
bicycle on any of the silewalks 
in the said Village. 

7. No person shall run, draw 
or push any wagon, wheelbarrow, 
cart, or truck, sleigh, or other 
vehicle (this does not include 
baby carriages) upon any of the 
sidewalks of the said Village. 

8 . No person shall stand in 
groups, or sit or lounge on chairs, 
benches oir other things in front 
of any saloon, boarding-house, 
hotel *or place of public entertain 
mient or on any of the streets or 
sidewalks so as to cause any ob¬ 
struction to the free use of the 
said streets and sidewalks for 
foot passengers. 

9. No owner or occupant of 
any premises shall allow any gate 
to swing over the sidewalks in 
the Village. 

10. No person shall construct 
or erect and doorstep, porch, sign 
awning, railing or other erection 
or obstruction or make or place 
any moveable traps or doors for 
entrance to cellers which shall in 
any wise encro>ach upon the side¬ 
walks or streets tof said village 
without the consent of the Coun¬ 
cil. first had and obtained. 

11. No personshall thtrow or 
pile cordwood, firewood or coal 
upon any plank or paved side¬ 
walk or any street so as to ob¬ 
struct the free use thereof. 

12. Any person* found guilty 
of a breech of this By-Law shall 
upon conviction before a Justice 
of the Peace or other Officer hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction be liable to the 
penalties imposed by the By-Law 
providing for the enforc. :\n r.t of 
the By-Laws of the Village of 
Chauvin.

RULES 



GOVERNING SEED FAIR 


1. All exhibitors must be members 
of the Chauvin Agricultural Society. 

2. In the case of wheat, oats, bar 
ley and rye. the exhibitor must have 
for sale, or be retaining for seed on 
his own farm, at least 50 bushels of 
wheat, oats, barley and rye. 5 bus¬ 
hels of potatoes. 25 bushels of flax. 

3. In classes 1 to 16 inclusive one 
bushel of seed shall be shown; in 
classes 17 to 18 cne-haif bushel. All 
exhibits of seed shall be held to be 
representative of the total quantity 
of such seed offered for sale by th^ ; 
exhibitor. 

4. No premium shall be awarded 
on exhibits that contain impurities 
wnich. in the opinion of the judges, 
are of noxious nature. 

5. No exhibitor is allowed to make 
more than one entry in each class of 
Seed Grains and Potatoes. 

6. All samples of seed must bo 
labelled, after judging, with the name 
and address of the exhibitor, the name 
of the variety, the amount of seed for 
sale, and the selling price. 

7. The committee in conjunction 
with the judges reserve the right to 
debar any exhibit on which, in their 
judgement, a prohibitive price is 
placed. 

8. Any exhibitor making entry un¬ 
der any of the above classes thereby 
guarantees that his exhibit is a fair 
sample of the seed he has for sale, and 
was grown on his own rarm in 1924. 
(exhibits in classes 11 and 12 alone, 
excepted). 

9. Before prizes are paid each ex¬ 
hibitor will be required to certify that 
Ms exhibit strictly complies with re¬ 
gulation. In case of failure to do so 
the next in order will be awarded the 
prize. 

10. In the event of less than three 
entries in any class, first or other 
prizes will only be awarded at the 
discretion of the judge. 

11. The society will furnish poultry 
crates in the hall. 

12. Entry fee shall be ten per cent 
of amount of first prize. 

13. Potatoes may be selected. 

14. Persons entering registered seed 
must produce certificate of registra¬ 
tion at the time of making entry. 

15. Exhibitors in Poultry classes 
will be allowed the privilege of mak¬ 
ing more than one entry in any de¬ 
sired poultry class. But no individual 
bird, or pen of birds, may be entered 
in more than one class. 

16. All exhibits for competition for 
prizes must be at the I.O.O.F. Hall. 
Chauvin, not later than 10 a.m.. Sat-, 
urday. February 21st 1925, and shall 
nbt be removed until the close of the 
fair.

STEER FEEDING 


Twenty head of two year old 
steers were started on food at the 
Scott Station the latter part of 
November 1924. They were div¬ 
ided into five lots for the pur¬ 
pose of comparing the value of 
the following roughages:- prairie 
hay, straw, o&t sheaves, medium 
ration of silage and heavy ration 
of silage. The same quantity of 
chop is fed each lot consisting of 
equal parts oats and barley. 
Weights taken on February 3 rd 
show that the average daily gain 
for the 5 lots has been 2.73 lbs. 
per head. The gains during the 
early part of the feeding period 
are usually much higher than in 
the latter part. During the pre¬ 
vious winter the two-year old 
steers made an average daily 
gain of 1.64 lbs per head foT 167 
days but for the first two months 
of the feediing period the aver¬ 
age daily gain was 2.24 lbs per 
head which is almost as great a 
gain as has been made this season 
dduring the forst two months.
